FRUM OTK CORRESPONDUNT AT WASH-
INGTON,
Tussday, Jenuary 20, 1818.

One of those bills which are rasely
known to furnish watter for long deba‘e,
gave, yestecday, vise to a discussion
which lasted till past four o’clock. It
was an appropristion bill, for military
purposes: and probably wouid have ex-
perienced little oppasstion.if it were nnt
for an amendment of it proposed by Mr.
Lowundes, the chairman of the committee
ot ways and means, who reported it, and,
as he said, at the desire of that comuiit=
tee. ‘I'ie amendment went to strike out
a clause which provided a sum of thirty-
five thowsand dollars for the payment of
brevet officers. Mr. Mcrcer oppased this
proposition with much animation and
warmth. [Ie deprecated it as a violation
of the faith pledged by that houce to the
army, and as such not strietly correct or
honoratle, In the momeant of urgent
distress, at the cemmencement of the
war, government held out this promise of
brewet rauk not only with its honors, but
with its emoluments, to induce our citi-
zens to enter into the army 3 and now,
the war being over, and there being little
or no occasion lor their services. they
were to be cast off withour their pay, and

bafiled with metaphysical distinctions.—
The act which passed in 1812 held out,

as an incentive, brevet rank to officers in |
cases where they distinguished them- |

selves; and particularly specified that
they should have the pay annexed to the
rank when employed in posts or dis-
iriets or departments separate From tieir
own regiments, Mr, Mercer dwelt with
gieat emphasis on the gallant and meri-
torivus conduct of the army, aad said that
it was not so much for the reward as for
tie example he pushed the rights of the
brevet officers, which were so manifest
that be defied any ingenvity to give a
constiuction of the act of 1812 that could
defeat them.  'Till that law should Le re-
pealed the committee of finance were
bonnil to provide for the paymont of the
sums it promised ; and had no right
whatever tu propose tn the house lo can
cel the debt in (he manner now altempt-
ed. He was, he said, one of the last who
would agree toa reduction of the army.
He even thought the army established
fur the peace was much too smally yet
Le would rathier reduce the army than
repeal the law of 1812, Mr. Mercer was
supported in his opposition to the amend-
ment by general Harrison, Mr. Ogle,
Mr. Baldwin and general Smith, who
were replied to by Mr. Clay, Mr. Cai-
braith, Mr. Serjeant, general Read and
Mr. Taylor. The elwervatians of Mr.
Clay are deserving of particular notice.
He aid, as nearly as we could cullect ity
to the effect that a spirit prevailed of
making the army a paramount olject of
national reward and aggrandisement,
and of a gratitude without any reasonable
limits, as it the obligations it had confer-
red were such as the couniry could
scarcely rejay, and as if the country
were made for the army; but this ex-
travagant spirit ug would ever oppose—
knowing that the army was made for the
country. From what was constantly
heard, one would suppose that they who
compnsed the army were dragged into it
reluctantly, and that the nation had con-
tracted when their services was over to
retain them on their pay list for life.—
But every one kuew that, by their ori-
ginal contract, they were to b2 no longer
retained than should be fuund necessary
tor the prosecution of the warj at the
end of which it was well understood that
they were to return back again to civil
life. On these terms they were called in
and paid during the service. e ex-
pressed his ardent hope that lie should
never see in this country during peace
such an army as would keep it at all
times prepared for going to war, being
coavinced, and he avowed it with regret,
that it would end in the destruction el
the liberties of the country.
